Claims 26-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The newly added language of "and/or" added to independent claims 26, 32, and 37 
renders the vague and indefinite because the metes and bounds of the claims are not 
specifically set forth. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 26, 37are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Ekstrom et al '620 

Applicant's claim 26 reads upon Ekstrom et al 5ESS central office switch, col. 2, 
line 45, because the switch is the "master module", and as such is adapted to receive a 
connection from a service provider, i.e., the local provider. As stated supra, applicant's 
phrase "and/or" renders the claim invalid because it is uncertain whether applicant's 
intention is to positively claim the 2 nd and 3 rd parts of the claim joined by the "and/or" 
phrase by using the "and" part of the phrase, or to not positively claim the 2 nd and 3 rd 
parts of the claim by using the "or" part of the phrase and giving the examiner his choice 
of the claim from which to choose from to find. 
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Claims 1-18, and 43-48 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
